bank established in 1840) to form the ANZ Bank. In 1970 the bank 
merged with the English, Scottish and Australian Bank (another 
Anglo-Australian bank, established 1852) to form the ANZ Banking 
Group. In 1977 the bank became incorporated in Australia, 
transferring its corporate headquarters from the UK Est. $75

In 1984 it and the State Bank of South Australia (also 
established in the 19th Century) merged under the latter title. 
After a disastrous crash of the bank in 1991 the ‘good’ part of 
the bank (known as Bank SA) was sold to Advance Bank in 1992 
which was subsequently purchased by St George Bank (now part 
of Westpac) Est. $200

The CBC was founded and opened its doors in 1834. The bank 
survived depressions of the early 1840s and 1890s and managed 
to establish offices in other states over the succeeding decades.
